Total Enrollment 
For Fall Quarter 
Reaches 2,470 

The official total enrollment 
for fall quarter is 2,470 
students. 

There are 1,567 men and 903 
women enrolled. The men com¬ 
prise 63.5 per cent of the stu¬ 
dent body. 

98.5 per cent of the students 
are regular full-time students. 
In addition 180 students are en¬ 
rolled in the University Exten¬ 
sion Martin Center, according 
to Edward Chester, field repre¬ 
sentative. 

The percent increase over 
last year by classes Is as fol¬ 
lows: Freshmen, 40 percent; 
Sophomore, 40 per cent; Junior, 
23 percent; and Senior, 18 per¬ 
cent. 

The number of students in 
each department are as fol¬ 
lows: Agriculture, 293; Busi¬ 
ness Administration, 427; 
Education, 763; Engineering, 
312; Home Economics, 180; and 
Liberal Arts, 495. 

Dr. Edward Boling, Univer¬ 
sity of Tennessee vice president 
for development, upon learning 
of the enrollment at the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, sent a letter to Vice 
President Paul Meek saying 
UTMB had the highest percen¬ 
tage increase in enrollment of 
any higher education Institu¬ 
tion In the state. This gain of 
623 students by the Martin 
Branch over last year indicates 
an increase of 33.67 per cent. 
From 1963 to 1965 there had 
been an increase in enrollment 
of exactly 1001 students accord¬ 
ing to Vice President Meek.

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New Indian Family Adjusts 
To American Environment

New customs, people and a 
new way of life faced Joseph 
Kanianthra when he came to the 
United States In 1963. 

Mr. Kanianthra, a new addi¬ 
tion to the Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment, was bom in the state of 
Kerala In southern-most India. 
Most of his early and secondary 
education was acquired In his 
home state, but he graduated 
from the Allahabad Agricultur¬ 
al Institute In 1955. Operated 
by the Christian Missions of 
the United States, the Institu¬ 
tion was the first to start ag¬ 
ricultural engineering In Asia. 
Graduated in 1955, Mr. Kanian¬ 
thra filled a position on the 
teaching staff for two years. 

From 1957 until 1960 
he worked with the Indian go¬ 
vernment as an extension en¬ 
gineer and then for three more 
years as a research engineer. 
As a research engineer, he 
studied ways of modernizing the 
Indian farms. 

In 1963 Mr. Kanianthra ac¬ 
cepted a research fellowship 
with the University of Massa¬ 
chusetts (Amhurst) and worked 
on a research project Investi¬ 
gating the mass tensile and la¬ 
teral shear strand of silage. 
Then in 1965 he received a 
master's degree In his field. 
He also began work on another 
project with the same university 
trying to investigate the possi¬ 
bility of the use of the vacuum 
for silage compaction In upright 
silos. 

Before joining her husband 
In 1964, Mrs. Kanianthra had 
taught foods and nutrition at 
Rajasthan Women's College of 


Home Economics. She received 
her bachelor of science in home 
economics In 1960 and eventual¬ 
ly plans to work on her master’s 
degree. Taking care of their 18- 
month-old daughter, Elizabeth, 
or "Beenle” as her parents 
call her, is a full-time job for 
Mrs. Kanianthra. 

Mr. Kanianthra says that he 
and his wife had no difficulty 
In adjusting to America, 
probably because they had been 
In such close contact with the 
American teachers at their 
school. He adds proudly that 
it just took them one month to 
get used to the American food. 

“Basically, the human ele¬ 
ment Is the same everywhere,’’ 
says Mr. Kanianthra. He sees 
no real difference In the Indian 
and American people. 

One big cultural difference 
trrat he did not know is that 
American children have more 
freedom. In India, if the 
parents belong to one religious 
order, the children auto¬ 
matically become members of 
that faith. 

India has so many different 
customs, ways, and features 
that it is hard to point out a 
group and call it typical. Even 
the climate varies a great deal. 
The southern part, like Florida, 
keeps a year-round temper¬ 
ature of 70-90, while in the 
northern part the seasons are 
divided distinctly Into summer 
and winter. 

Coming from the other side 
of the world, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Kanianthra are making 
this new, strange coon try their 
home.

To DSC Saturday 


The Vols lost their third 
game of the season last Saturday 
to Delta State College 24-17. 

Although the Orangemen 
were out weighed In both the 
line and the backfleld. It was 
anybody’s game until DSC scor¬ 
ed the game’s winning touch¬ 
down with less than two minutes 
left to play. 

UTMB scored first early In 
the opening quarter on a sus¬ 
tained drive from their own 10 
yard line. Wlngback Mack 
Moody hauled down a short pass 
from Sandy Smith to score un¬ 
touched from toe Statesmen’s 
eight yard line. 

Delta State tallied twice in 
toe second quarter. A 21-yard 
touchdown pass and 35-yard 
field goal for DSC left the 
score 10-7 at halftime. 

The Volunteers jumped 
ahead again In toe third quart¬ 
er when Larry Shanks, sopho¬ 
more tailback, caught a pass 
from Sandy Smith and scamper¬ 
ed 42 yards for toe TD. Delta 
State soon reversed toe tables 
again on another touchdown pass 
which covered 14 yards. The 
Vols tied toe score late In toe 
third period on Jimmy Jones’ 
25-yard field goal, toe Vols 
first of this vear. 

The fourth quarter saw toe 
Orangemen fighting to get con¬ 
trol of toe ball. UTMB was 
able to hold off toe Statesmen 
until DSC quarterback Mike 
Vincent finally scored from toe 
Vol’s one-yard line with one 
minute and twenty-two seconds 
left In the game. 

Howard Finley returned toe 
kickoff for 40 yards which gave 
UTMB one more scoring 
chance, but a fumble and DSC’s 
recovery stymied toe drive. 

Delta State racked up 355 
yards on offense while toe Vols 
totaled 300 yards. Quarterback 
Sandy Smith led toe Vols pass¬ 
ing attack completing 16 of 22 
for 198 yards. Leading rusher 
for toe Orangemen was Mack 
Moody with 48 yards.
